NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
profits of 565 representative 
American corporations last year 
almost equalled the record high 


set in 1948. 

The total is only 2.6 per cent 
under 1948 earnings of these 
same compani¢s, making 1949 the 
second most profitable year in 
the history of the nation’s indus- 
try 


The figures are shown in a 
compilation of eafnings reports 
of: typical corporations, large and 
small,:in 26 major fields which 
to date: have published balance 
sheets for last year. 

The. showing for 1949 is im- 
pressive because of the snap-back 
in business from the recession 
starting early in the’ year. At 
that time the profits barometer 
pointed downward, giving rise to 
a feeling that the big postwar 
boom was over. 

Recovery Goes on. 

However, recovery progressed 
steadily thereafter with a pickup 
in the profits picture becoming 
more evident in the final quarter. 
of the year. 

The 565 corporations reported 
dollar profits of $5,049,852,639, a

Here is how Johnson contrasts the two 
periods: 

“The most obvious and important differ- 
.ence relates to the levels of economic activi- 
ties. In 1939 there were 9,500,000 unem- 
ployed, and in 1941 still some 6,000,000; idle 
plant capacity also existed in many fields. 
The increase in aggregate output made pos- 
sible by these unemployed resources, together 
with temporary additions drawn in by war 
incentives, was sufficient to absorb all of 
the direct and indirect military requirements 
and still provide for a substantially higher 
standard of living for the civilian population 


than in 1939—increased consumption of non- 


durable goods and services more than offset 
the enforced decline in durables. ’ 

“The presence of this slack in the eco- 
nomic situation meant that stabilization mea- 
sures could be developed gradually as idle 
resources were drawn into production. It 
also meant that at no time did real sacrifice 
have to be enforced on the home front. 

“No such possibility exists today in the 
event of a war emergency. Economic activity 
is already straining available resources of 
men, plants and materials. The problem of 
inflation would be immediate, a matter of 
days rather than months or years.

average American. It is important to note 
that it is relative levels which are important, 
and increases or decreases from existing 
levels.

Cutting Down on Consumption 
And Reducing Private Investments. 


The Council of Economic Advisers, in its 
confidential memo, used the gross national 
product for 1947 of 241 billion dollars, with 
173 billion spent on consumption, 38 billions 
on private investment and 30 billions on 
Government expenditures. The total national 
output in 1949 was 259 billions; consumer 
expenditures were 179 billions. The forecast 
for 1950 is a continuation at this level. 


Using the 1947 figures, Johnson esti- 
mates that consumption in’ the event of 
war would be forced down 47 billions to 
126 billions, that private investment wopld 


30 per cent because under war conditio 
total output could be somewhat 
It has been printed in a weekly news 
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here that the civilians would feel the’ pinch 
of short supplies. He notes that civilians and 
corporations were educated by World War II 
in black market techniques and that in an 
emergency there would be a general rush to 
buy up the hordable consumer goods in 
retail stores. To prevent the disappearance 
of this essential stockpile, he advocates the 
immediate stopping of retail sales on. such 
items and the freezing of retail stocks. 


Sees Rationing Instituted 
Within a Very Short Period. 


“The freezing of retail stocks,” he writes, 
“implies the institution of rationing within 
a short period. In addition, there will be 
other items, mostly gasoline, for, which ration- 
ing will be essential very quickly after the 
beginning of the emergency. Since perma- 
nent rationing systems generally require 
some months to get under way, it will be 
necessary to have ready the framework of 
an interim system to carry over until the per- 
manent ones can be established.” 

It is by fiscal and monetary measures 
that the well-to-do civilian would feel the 
most restricted arid regimented, with the 
major reliance on increased taxes. 

In the last war, about 50 per cent of Gov- 
erpment expenditures were’ covered by tax 
receipts and Johnson says that “a really 
vigorous tax program can and should aim 
to do better than this.” Even then there 
would be a large budget deficit. 

“The last ounce of effort,” he writes, “is 
needed from employers and employes. Fur- 
thermore, war normally brings marked dis- 
crepancies among individyals in income 
changes. The confiscatory taxation which 
would be necessary to cover expenditures not 
only would be politically impossible but also 
would dangerously undermine civilian effi- 
ciency and morale. However, a wartime sys- 
tem should approach these limits as closely 
as possible. The principal reliance should 
again be on corporate and individual income 
taxes, together with possibly excise taxes on 


‘| those consumer items, other than essentials, 


of which reduced consumption is desirable. 
In particular, capital gains, which was the 
major leakage in the last war, should be ade- 
quately converted.” 

Because taxes alone could not drain off 
excess spending power, the report advocates 
forced savings, presumably payroll deduc- 
tions for war bonds, and expenditure ration- 
ing. It discloses that “during the early war

HE man so described, Pe- 
dro the First of Brazil, was

sents his subject, author. Cor- 
rea da Costa employs a dy- 
namic prose which at times 
borders upon the poetic. The 
combination of Pedro’s nature 
and the biographer’s style en- 
ables the reader to move pleas- 
antly through a decade (1§22- 
1831) of Brazilian history. 

Pedro the First was not a 
Brazilian. Born in Portugal 
and heir to the absolutist .na- 
ture of a long line of Bragan- 
zas, he was at best but a hu- 
man bridge between the Old 
World and the New. a living 
link between an old and a new 
political philosophy. His was 
a rebellious nature—and = as 
royalty went he was a major 
rebel against the mold in 
which Prince Me 
post-Napoleonic Europe. Dom 
Pedro gave Brazil independ- 
ence and a constitution but he 
was temperamentally unable to 
move along the path toward 
the liberal. constitutional mon- 
archy desired by native Bra- 
zilian statesmen. The limita- 
tion he suffered is seen in his 
statement, “I am ready to do 
everything for the people, but 
nothing under compulsion by 
the people.” :

in this way: Revenue bonds would be sold 
to investors, who would be assured of 
earning interest and eventually getting 
their investment back by the pledge of 
the revenues of the terminal and ' other 
facilities the agency might operate. Cay» 
ital thus obtained, without any obligation 
against taxpayers of the district, would 
pay for erection of the terminal. Rents 
and_ service charges collected from rail, 
highway and water carriers would provide 
the income to carry and retire the bonds 
and finance the agency’s general activities. 

The agency is, in effect, a new unit of 


government and at the same time a public 
corporation, with its initial activity 
financed by appropriations of $50,000 
from each of the two states. However, it 
has no power to levy taxes nor to take over 
property of existing governmental units 
without their consent. Its continued ex- 
iste will depend on establishment of 
suitable revenue-producing facilities. 
Members of the agency's nonpartisan 
board of 10 members, led by Chairman 
Leif J. Sverdrup, are working earnestly, 
as time permitted them to launch it into 
business is short. It is charged by law to 
submit a “comprehensive plan for develop- 
ment of the district” to the Illinois and 
Missouri legislatures by next January. 
Under the compact approved by the two 
legislatures and recently laid before  Con- 
gress for approval as a necessary formal- 
ity, the agency deals with an official 
Bi-State Metropolitan Development Dis- 
tyict.

Freedom from fear 


HE LITTLE DARK-HAIRED GIR in the dental chair

tooth. A minute later she giggled happily, dang- 
ling the tooth in front of her. 

In the next chair at the clinic, a chubby kid 
sat absorbed as a dentist polished his tiny finger- 
nails with a rubber-capped drill. 

Nearby, four girls in pig-tails followed the den- 
tist’s every move as he examined another child's 
mouth with a mirror. | 

To two PARADE reporters who saw it recently, 
this scene at the University of Illinois dental 
clinic in Chicago was astounding for two reasons: 
first, the kids seemed to be enjoying themselves 
hugely, though serious dental surgery was going 
on at the time—with them as patients. Second, 
not a single cry of pain could be heard! 

That silence meant a lot to dentists at the 
clinic. It spelled prdgress in solving one of the 
profession’s most serious problems: pain, and 
fear of pain. | 

For when it comes to pain, your dentist is an 
authority. He kriows that dental diseases are the . 
most common known to man, and among the few 
that aren't self-corrective. A headache will dis- 
appear, a cut will heal, but a diseased tooth does 
only one thing: it gets worse. : 


Is a Toothache Realty Funny? 


That’s why the dental profession has never been 
able to figure out why a toothache seems comic.

Three other factors, says Dr. Ryan, aie impor 
tant: what you feel, think, and remember about 
pain. In other words, fear of pain is just as real 
as the painitself._. 

A child, for example, who has never had a 
toothache, has never felt a drill, or has never 
heard adults talk about these things, will be un- 
certain about them—but not afraid. 

Dr. Ryan insists that a frightened child some- 
how has been conditioned in advance. 

- But how can a child avoid the sort of “pre- 
conditioning” which gives him an instinctive fear 
of dental surgery when he’s still banging a tri- 
angle in nursery school? 

Right there is where the extraordinary work 
at the Illinois College of Dentistry comes in. 
Dr. Maury Massler, supervisor of dental services 
at the College, explains that the whole object of 


’ the clinic where youngsters play with drills is to 


make them think of dentists as their friends, and 
of dentistry as a normal form of treatment. 
That's why the Ilinois dentists begin with 
youngsters of from two to four. 
First they come with their mothers, who need 
treatment. While the dentist works, the children 


sit nearby, drink up the water, fiddle with the 


drills and inspect the X-ray machines. 

This may sound unimportant. It’s not. It means 
that long before the child himself needs treat- 
ment, he’s overcome his fear of dentistry. And 
that means that he won’t let fear magnify the 
twinges of pain he’ll feel when his own cavities 
need drilling. 

By the time that child is five or six—and after 
a half-dozen visits with his mother or father— 
the dentist has a patient who regards him not as 
an ogre but a pal. 

And that, dentists believe, is the key to the 
problem. For all too often the fear that starts in 
childhood causes adults to delay treatment until 
it is too late. 


New Methods Banish Pain 
Important as the work at Illinois is, it’s not the 


_ only thing America’s 75,000 dentists are doing to 


rid patients of anguish. 
Pirst of all, the newest local anesthetics are 


and injections of Sodium Pentothal. 

Heat, vibration and sound are the chief physi- 
cal sources of dental pain. Dentists find that if 
they can cut down frictional heat in drilling, 
they can cut down pain. 

Recently, they’ve developed a new instrument 
that delivers a fine spray of water at body tem- 
perature during drilling. The spray helps “mask” 
the noise and vibration of the drill, and seems 
to reduce nerve irritation. — 

New instruments with extremely sharp, hard 
points reduce cutting time on the tooth. Carbide 


tungsten and diamond burrs keep down the tem- 
perature of the tooth. | 

An instrument with a great promise is the 
“Airbrasive.” The cutting agent is an aluminum 
oxide, delivered under pressure through a tiny 
nozzle as in sandblasting. This instrument, how- 
ever, is still being tested. 

Does this add-up to painless dentistry? 


Dentists Are People, Teo 


Not yet. The prime objective, dentists say, is not 
conquest of pain but conquest of fear. Drs. Ryan 
and Massier both believe that all dentists should 
devote time to dental education of the patient,
